Anyone 
may become ill as a result of stress if they experience a lot of worry. Stress can be a friend or an 
enemy. It can warn you that you are under too much pressure and should change your way of 
life.

When we are very frightened and worried, our bodies produce certain chemicals to help us 
fight what troubling us. These produce the energy needed to run away fast from an object of 
fear.
